mestic demand is on the increase, 
runners are urged by the United States 
Department of Agriculture to modify 
their durumvvheat production to tit 
the needs of the domestic market.

appears that almost half of tile durum 
wheat offered on the market during 
1912, 1920, and 1921 contained over 
IO per cent of wheat of other classes, 
and was graded as mixed wheat. Firms 
engaged In the mining of durum wheat 
find it difficult to obtain sufficient pure 
durum wheat of high quality. 
Certain durum wheats, chief among 
which Is the Pentad or red durum vari­ 
ety, have been grown quite extensive­ 
ly, and while absorbed on the foreign 
market should be discontinued and re­ 
placed with varieties suited to do­ 
mestic milling for macaroni manufac­ 
ture. 
Two varieties of umber tin rum, 
the Acme and Monad, also are no* 
desired by the domestic trade because 
ot 
the grayish 
color of 
macaroni

Choice of Varieties. 
When making a (‘bange of seed. 
careful consideration should be given 
the choice of varieties to he used.

sistant to rust, of good milling qual­ 
ity, anti well liked for the manufac­ 
ture of macaroni, tin1 principal use of 
durum flour. 
The new Kodak variety 
recently developed in North Dakota 
as a selection from Kubanka is a dis­ 
tinct pure strain of that variety, which 
is equal or superior to it in yield, rust-

Feed Value of Mixture 
Superior to Oats Alone 
Many farmers are 
substituting 
a 
mixture of oats, barley and peas for 
oats grown separately. They are do­ 
ing this because very often they hn\ • 
found oat* alone to be an unprofitable 
crop, and yet they feel that oat- has, 
an important place In the rotation. 
As a result of investigation about 
th** stat**, the New York college of 
agriculture at Ithaca reports that this 
mixture of oats, barley and peas is* 
satisfactory as a nurse crop and gives 
a yield of grain usually higher than 
of outs alone. Tile feeding value of 
this mixture, further, is much superior 
to oats. Another advantage is that tin* 
liens in the mixture, being a legume, 
will help maintain soil fertility by 
utilizing nitrogen in the air.

Washington.—Smithsonian 
Institu­ 
tion officials are puzzled by an antique, 
dug out of the ruins of an ancient cas­ 
tle in Piedmont, Italy, which has Just 
been brought to their attention. 
It is a bottle, in which there is a 
carefully carved replica of all the in­ 
struments used in the crucifixion of 
Jesus Christ. 
It is a narrow-necked 
bottle, plugged with a wooden stopper. 
The carvings are prevented from com­ 
ing out by a cross-arm of wood, to 
which they are fastened. 
Not only the carving hut tile bottling 
itself is of skillful workmanship. 
How the articles were can ed, placed 
in the bottle and the container sealed 
is a mystery. 
Many of the pieces contained are 
larger than tho bottle’s opening. 
The 
theory that the maker blew the bottle 
around tile work after its completion 
is given little credence, because the 
wood is glued to the base of the flask. 
It is pointed out that had the molten 
glass been put around the carvings the 
paint on them, which is intact, would 
have been scorched. 
The cross, of course. Is the principal 
feature of the work.

rooster. 
The spear, the garment Christ wore,

The Navajo National monument is 
within the great and little-known Nav­ 
ajo Indian reservation in northeast­ 
ern Arizona. 
It comprises three sepa­ 
rate tracts of land, each of which con­ 
tains tile ruins of a remarkable pre­ 
historic cave, pueblo or cliff dwelling 
in a good state of preservation. These 
are known as Befatukin (the Navajo 
name of sidehill house), Kitsil (mean­ 
ing broken pottery) and Inscription 
house. 
The latter ruin derives its name 
from an Inscription scratched into the 
clay plaster of a wall. 
It reads: 
“S-hapeiro Ano Dom 1661.” 
An In­ 
trepid early Spanish explorer or priest. 
jSrobably on his way to or from the 
Colorado river, must have entered the 
canyon and paused at the then long- 
abandoned pueblo to scratch a record 
of his visit. 
It was not visited again 
until June, 1909.
